rom thefe Confidcrations I apprehend it will be 
manifeft, that Indolence ought not to be flighily 
thought of, a Quality of a neutral Nature, and evil 
only as it is circumftanced , bur that»we ought:to re 

. it 2s a mott dangerous Malady, which, volefs 
timely remov'd, may prove fatal both to our Viccs and 
our Senfes. For what Reliance can there be on one 
whio is fubje& to fal! into a Stare of Inadtivity, where- 
in. whatever is folid appears burthenfome ? Surely 
none atall. Whence 'we heer it daily affign’d asa 
Reafon why a Man of Diftin€tion does nor enjoy the 
Honours duc to' his Rank, that be is an indolent Man, 
that is, a Man who fleeps thro’ Life, and-has only 
lucid Intervals of Underftanding. To avoid fuch a 
CharaGter is without quefion the Buſineſs of every 
Mana endued with Reafon, and therefore, aficr having 
fhewn the Caufes and Confequence of this mental Dit- 
order, I proceed\as becomes:me ta {peak of the Me 
thod of Cure, and the Mcans that maybe ufed fo free 
thofe who !abour under this Malady, from its Sway, 
arid to preferve fuch as are not already infeéted there- 
with from falling onder its Power. But bcfore we 
meddied with thi, irowas proptr to prepare toe Pa- 
tient, by fhewing. him his Danger, and the Import- 
ance of folowing thefe er fome other Rules for the 
avoiding this Lethargy of our own precuring. 

We muft, previous to all other H-'ps, ufe this,. of 
gaining a juft Idea of Relaxa ion.
